STANDARDIZATION OF GROCERIES 


The National Wholesale Grocers' asso- 


ciation voted, at its annual convention in 
St. Louis, to appoint a committee on sim- 
plification to cooperate with the United' 
States department of commerce. The ob- 
ject of this committee's work will be to 
eliminate many lines of groceries and 
practically standardize shelf goods. 


Reduction of the number of varieties 


of goods is in progress in all lines of 
trade and manufacture. The movement be- 
gan fifteen or twenty years ago and it has 
been widening in the last two years. Cer- 
tain manufacturers were able easily to 
limit the number of their products to those 
having constant demand. Others had to 
turn 
out many goods'having but little 


and irregular, demand. 


The growers' committee will ascertain 


which articles the public does not care for, 
or which sizes of packages might be dis- 
pensed with, or which goods are carried 
' on the shelves too long. 
It will then 


standardize goods and containers so that 
a limited number will be used. 


Competition will not be eliminated. 


If the public wants certain goods or pack- 
ages the grocers will ha.ve to carry them. 
Trading can be successful and profitable 
only if it meets the demand.

that do not sell readily.

A LICK OB A SPLASH 


Dr. X, as I must call him, is a bacteriologist of the j 


highest standing:. Ho takes issue with something 
I have recently said here about the effects of ex- 
posure on disease germs. I was discussing the com- 
mon drinking glass and endeavoring to whitewash 
thte old tin dipper that hangs by the spring find at 
the same time to give patrons of the soda fountain 
a scare about tho glasses and spoons. v I said that 
a pull from the common drinking cup when one is 
thirsty and there is nothing else to drink from i* 
comparatively safe because even indirect sunlight 
is inimical to germs -and direct sunlight destroys 
them in a few moments. At some fountains a mere 
rinsing with cool or lukewarm water is about the 
extent of the cleaning of the utensils. 
Washing 


with hot water and soap or even hot water .alone 
wvould prevent the danger of infection from the 
use of soda fountain ware. 
Dr. X reminds rne that some disease germs will 


survive hours or days of exposure to diffuse day- 
light: that being true it would seem that I erred in 
whitewashing the common drinking cup: Scientifi- 
cally, technically, I probably overdrew the protec- 
tive influence of sunlight. Practically, I s,till think 
one takes little or no chance of infection when 
drinking from the old dipper by the well. 
From some observations made in army camps 


in the course of the influenza pandemic sanitatar- 
ians have attributed to the custom of hand shaking 
an important role in the spread of respiratory infec- 
tions. When we consider how frequently the hand 
unconsciously goes to the mouth, how many times 
an hour a finger is moistened with saliva either in- 
tentionally or thoughtlessly, it is not unreasonable 
to believe that one may pick up various infections 
by shaking- hands. And if one" is to practice any- 
think, like personal asepsis as a means of keeping' 
well, it is just as important to wash the hands with 
soap and water after a hand shaking round as it is 
to wash the hands -with soap and water before cat- 
ing or immediately upon reaching- home from a visit 
to a theater or other place where the hands may 
have become contaminated by contact with surfaces 
contaminated by other hands. I am cerVfmly not 
cranky about germs, yet I consider it a. healthful 
thing- to study one's habit and to strive to acquire 
a wchnic of personal asepsis—for instance, learning 
to avoid bringing hand to mouth, unconsciously 
after possible contamination and before it is conven- 
ient to wash the hands. 
It is with some reluctance that I go into this sub- 


ject here, for I am not sure that the ordinary lay- 
man does nofc ascribe too much importance to hand 
to hand and hand to mouth, infection. My own no- 
tion is that the mode of infection responsible for 
95 per cent of infectious sickness is droplet or mouth 
and nose spray infection; that mode of infection is 
altogether too popular.

Answer—No. All the filth, imaginable in the kitch- 


en will not cause typhoid fever. Typhoid fever oc- 
curs only'when typhoid bacilli get into the food or 
water: that may happen if a typhoid carrier is em- 
ployed in the kitchen, even though perfect clean- 
liness prevails there. The teaching that antitoxin 
kills is wrong, and the suggestion that it "explodes 
the corpuscles" is not true.

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Slip Covers Are Pretty 


When They Are Well Fitted 


In addition to being beautiful in 


and wood, furniture should be well 
dressed. 
Much of the. charm of a 


chair is due to the kind and color of 
its upholstery. When the time comes 
to protect this against the inroads of 
sun and dust, one may still have a 
colorful 
and 
inviting 
room, 
cool 


and restful m effect, with chairs and 
sofas quite as attractive in their sum- 
mer dress of prim glazed chintz oi- 
lmen as they were in the more formal 
attire of damask and brocade. 


Slip covers are used for three rea- 


sons. 
To protect beautiful silks or 


satins from dust and a summer sun, 
to cover ugly pieces 
of 
furniture, 


and. lastly, for their own sheer deco- 
rative value and as a change from 
the furnishings of the winter. 


The first icquisite of a slip cover 


Is that it shall fit well. 
The most 


beautiful fabric in the world is of 
very little account if it is made into 
an ugly, ill fitting cover. It IK easy 
enought for slip covers to look dowdy. 
Groat care must be taken in the mak- 
ing if they are to have the 
smart, 


prim appearance that makes them 
such a gay addition to a room. It is 
much the same, with a slip cover as 
with a tailored frock. Everything de- 
pends on the finishing. Only the most 
careful attention to detail—to stitch- 
ing the seams absolutely straight, to 
turning the coiners in the most pre- 
cise manner, to -seeing 
that 
the 


flounces are straight, 
and. if 
bnx 


pleated, that the pleats are exactly 
the same-width, insures a well tailored 
look and not that fatal 
"made 
at 


home" appearance. 
"TRIAL PATTERN 


Gnod upholsters 
cut slip 
covers 


right nn the furniture and it is,impos- 
sible to-lay down any hard and fast 
rule PS to how to cut them. Each 
piec° of furniture must be fitted quite 
as carefully as- one fits a frock to a. 
person. Ifexpensi\e material is used, 
it is a go"d plan to cut the cover first 
in muslin. Pin this a'l together care- 
fully, allowing enough for seams and 
in the case of. an upholstered sofa 
or chair, about five inches on either 
side and in -the back to tuck in. This 
is the time to correct the mistakes 
"When the cover fits perfectly, cut the 
chintz from this 
pattern. 
"Where 


there is a figured design great care 
must be taken to center the pattern. 


line For instance, if there is a 
basket 


of flowers or s-orne one decided motif, 
this should be in the center of the 
back of the chair and m the center 
of the seat cushion. And all designs 
in fabrics should point upwards. Slip 
covers can be put on and taken off 
more easily if they are slit up the 
back and fastened with snappers. 
For the ordinary type 
of 
6-foot 


sofa it takes livfc yards of 50-inch 
plain material to make a slip cover. 
In a, figured fabric about 13 yards are 
required. 
This includes either a box 


pleaied or gathered ruffle around the 
bottom. 
If one perfers a slip cover 


without this ruffle, three yards less of 
material are needed. These valances 
around the bottom give a certain snap 
to a chair and usually measure seven 
inches wide. If box pleated, the pleats 
are two inches wide, and the -whole 
ruffle is from one inch to two inches 
from the floor. 
In measuring for a 


box pleated ruffle, allow three times 
the length of the space the ruffle is 
to occupy. 
For a gathered 
ruffle 


about two and one-half tunes. If th° 
seams are corded, in a contrasting 
color, three-quarters of a yard of 50- 
inch material are needed 
and 
one 


yard of 36-inch. 
I would suggest a 


prim, pleated ruffle on all furniture 
except that intended for a 
man's 


room. Tho covers here will be smarter 
and more masculine if they are strict- 
ly tailored and made to extend to th» 
top of the-chair leg and then bounfl 
wfth pmnp contrasting color. 


VARIETY OF MATERIALS 


It used to be customary in the case 


of a wooden chair with an upholstered 
seat- to cover the entire chair with a 
slip cover. 
This is both ugly and 


unnecessary. 
Covers can be 
made 


just to fit the seats, snapping together 
in the back. 
These can-be made in 


three ways, the piece around the bot- 
tom cut perfectly straight, and bound, 
scalloped and bound or box pleated. 


Slip covers are made of a variety of 


materials. Chintz is" the natural selec 
tion on account of the variety and 
beauty of its design, its fresh, gay ap 
pearance and low price as compared 
to silks. Linen has a more pleasing 
texture, wears better, but is also more 
expensive- 3t is more formal in char 
actcr and has not the cool, crisp ap- 
pearance 
of glazed 
chintz.—House 
and Garden.
